Jackson’s great strength and 
weakness was his faith in the 
American people and his loyalty 
to his friends—even unworthy 
friends. The same is true of 
Harry Truman.

Martin Van Buren was the 
artful politician who stood by 
Jackson, and assisted him out 
of the troubles Old Hickory had 
with friends — especially with 
John and Margaret Eaton. So 
deep was Van Buren’s loyalty 
that he himself resigned from 
office in -rder to influence John 
Eaton to do the same—and 
thereby bail Jackson out of a 
dilemma which was damaging 
him and the Democratic party. 

But, it was Jackson who was 
the dominant political strength. 
Van Buren was best at what 
the fight reporters call ‘‘in- 
fichting.’”’ Jackson was the slug- 
ger. He slugged the power of 
the Bank of America and de- 
feated it. He slugged Chief 
Justice John Marshall, and lost 
a decision, though he died say- 
ing Marshall had put property 
rights above human rights. 
But, he died, too, with the af- 
fections of the people, as Mar- 
shall died with their dislike. 
It is only lately we have been 
able to re-evaluate John Marshall 
in the light of new pressures on 
the court by the McCarthy 
fringe which would destroy the 
Bill of Rights. 

Old Hickory smashed John C. 
Calhoun and knocked him out 
of the national ring. The bril- 
liant, great mind of Calhoun 
lost all its perspective and de- 
veloped a compulsive political- 
suicide bent. Hate is a great 
poison. 

It is significant that Jackson, 
hacking his way upward from 
the Tennessee wilderness to the 
White House, became a spokes- 
man for the ‘“West’’—the ex- 
panding, virile west—as opposed 
to the status quo. The same 
combat goes on today.

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Truman’s Criticism 


Of Legion Is Valid 


Former President Harry Truman hit 
the nail on the head in saying the Ameri- 
can Legion seems to insist on “going hay- 
wire.” This respected veterans’ organiza- 
tion has jumped to some _ surprising 
conclusions in the past few years, none 
of them more foolhardy than the one 
Wednesday calling for the United States 
to desert the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. 


Saving “they don’t know what they 
are doing the former president de- 
clared: “They’re a fine bunch of kids. 


They fought for the welfare of their coun- 

y. Most of them knew what they were 
fighting for, but they seem to have for- 
gotten about it now.” 

UNESCO has been a favorite Legion 
target for some time. A special committee, 
headed by Ray Murphy, ex-national com- 
mander from Iowa, dismissed as “utterly 
without foundation” charges by certain 
groups within the Legion. The committee 
said “UNESCO is not favorable toward 
world government ...is not atheistic and 
_.. is in no sense or degree communistic.” 

The Legion men.bership disregarded 
this report. They have branded an organi- 
vation that is devoted to education of the 

orld’s illiterates and to building under- 
standing between peoples. They would 
discard one of this country’s primary 
weapons in the struggle for men’s minds. 

In other actions Wednesday, the Legion 
opposed federal aid to @ducation—which 
both political parties have endorsed. It 
even reminded Henry Ford II about how 
to run his business. 

The Legion has contributed much to 
American life and supports many splendid 
auses, including those of veterans. It is 
sad to see these examples of its “going 
haywire” in buying the ultra-reactionary 
doctrines of McCarthyism. 

Ex-artilleryman Truman probably will 
be surprised to find that millions of 
Amcericans—including a majority of vet- 
erans like himself—agree with him. The 
American people know now that their fu- 
ture is inescapably tied to that of all 
people. And that isolation is no longer 
possible.

New Route to Airport 


Assumes Definite Form 


Plans to circle Atlanta with a four- 
lane highway also include a high-speed 
access road to the airport. 

This road is needed badly and has 
been discussed for years. According to 
plans approved by the State Highway De- 
partment and the U.S. Bureau of Public 
Roads, it will cut west from the South 
Expressway near Hapeville, pass near the 
airport's present entrance and tie in 
with the projected perimeter route in Col- 
lege Park. 

The belt road around Atlanta is de- 
signed to route through traffic around 
the city and is a splendid thing in itself. 
That it incidentally should include a faster 
route to the airport is an unexpected and 
gratefully received extra dividend. 

The need for this road has been dis- 
cussed since the end of World War II. 
There have been constant arguments over 
the best route and methods of financing. 

The announcement of federal and state 
plans should end these arguments once 
and for all. The route is settled and the 
road will be built as federal and state 
funds become available.

Dekalb’s School Deficit 
To Excel Half-Million 


The State Supreme Court has upheld 
DeKalb Commissioner Wheat Williams’ 
right to increase the county tax levy made 
necessary by the court’s nullification of 
the 1955 tax digest. Under the ruling, De- 
Kalb can raise the rate while retaining the 
1954 digest as a basis for assessments. 

The actiag does not solve the county’s 
dilemma. While most services will be able 
to operate, some departments will suffer. 
The schools, for instance, will run a deficit 
of $600,000. 

Yesterday the DeKalb County Board of 
Education issued a statement outlining the 
nagnitude of the problem. None of the in- 
creased levy this year will go to schools. 

“If the school crisis is to be met,” the 
statement said, “property ev valuations for 
the 1956 tax digest must be fixed so that 
when the constitutional school tax limit 
is applied sufficient funds will be raised 
not. only to meet the deficit of $600,000, 
but also to enable the Board of Education 
to prepare a legal budget for the 1956-57 
fiscal school year.” 

In addition to this problem, DeKalb 
will have to postpone its scheduled school 
district bond issue for this fall. This means 
delay in much needed building. Schools 
will be severely overcrowded. 

The board points out that the future 
of DeKalb schools thus rests with the 
board of tax assessors. Commissioner Wil- 
liams has asked for a fair market value

return of all property for tax purposes 
and a low tax rate as a compensation. 

Meanwhile, the DeKalb school crisis is 
very real, There is an increase of 3,833 pu- 
pils over last year and 4,000 more will be 
in the classrooms by next fall. During both 
years the average number of pupils for 
whom there will be no funds from the 
state will be around 4,000. 

Somehow the county must meet its 
problems of growth. To do so will require 
cool and intelligent judgment on the part 
of officials and the public alike,

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Philadelphia Citizens 
Always Get a Hearing 


Once upon a time the city government 
of Philadelphia was so bad that the citi- 
zens revolted and threw the rascals out. 

The revolution came as the result of 
corruption and ruthlessness in high office. 
It took three years of exposures and the 
suicides of four officials to really bring 
home to the voters just how bad things 
were. 

Then came the reform, which inci- 
dentally saw a Democrat elected mayor, 
and an unusual provision in the new 
charter. This provision called for an Of- 
fice for Information and Complaints as 
part of the mayor's office, a sort of civic 
suggestion box. It was the result of the 
haughtiness of the old city hall crowd and 
the cumulative effect of years of bad 
manners on the part of elected officials 
toward the taxpayer. 

The Office of Information and Com- 
plaints is paying off in good will for the 
administration and in increased efficiency 
in government. About 600 people visit it 
each day.

And it enables people to go directly to 
the top, by-passing influence peddlers 
and ward politicians. The mayor likes it 
and the people love it. Government no 


longer is a mystery to the voter, and 
bringing the top echelon’s attention to 
neighborhood crises no longer is the 


privilege of the big shots. 

Atlanta already has a de facto Office 
of Information and Complaints én the per- 
son of Skipper Burns, executive secre- 
tary to Mayor William B. Hartsfield. But 
functioning as a filter is only one of Mr.

WASHINGTON—tThe first serious

ness is now visible in Washington.

influential officials of the admin- 


istration are split practically down the middle over whether to stand 
resolutely behind the Eisenhower-Benson farm policy or to throw 
it to the winds in a politician's panic over declining farm prices. 


Because the division is so deep 
and the pressures from farm-bloc 
Republican congressmen to outbid 
the Democrats for the farm vote 
so sharp, it has thus far proved 
impossible for the Cabinet to put 
an agreed recommendation before 
Mr. Eisenhower. 

Thus the White House is faced 
with this blunt dilemma: 

1. Only the President, by acting 
decisively and soon, can stand off 
the growing demands of Republi- 
can politicians to grab farm policy 
away from the administration and 
ride off in all directions. 

2. But because opinion within 
the Cabinet is so hotly contested 
and because any present proposal 
to Denver would have to reflect 
this division, Sherman Adams, the 
assistant to the President, has 
ruled that such a “controversial 
position paper’’ cannot be put be- 
fore the President at this time. 

To those who understand some- 
thing of how earnestly the politi- 
cal professionals can rationalize 
their economic policy and can turn 
them inside out with ease and 
without any change of countenance 
when the political tides seem to be 
shifting and an election is in sight, 
it is not difficult to identify those 
within the administration who are 
ready to scrap the Benson pro- 
gram piecemeal and who want 
either a pliable Benson or no Ben- 
son at all.

His aitti- 
tude on these issues has been criti- 
ized on the basis of his legisla- 
tive record when in Congress. The 
grievances also range far afield to 
include the campaign tactics of 
Vice President Nixon in the 1954 
congressional election campaign, 
especially in the West, over which 
Democratic leaders still are resent- 
ful. 

The vice president becomes a 
factor in the d’Ewart case, so far 
as Democrats are concerned, he- 
cause he campaigned for Mr. 
d'Ewart in the latter's unsuccess- 


ful effort to unseat Sen. James F, 
Murray. Now Sen. Murray, who 
won by only 1,728 votes after a 
hard and bitter campaign, happens 
to be chairman of the Senate In<« 
terior and Insular Affairs Commit- 
tee which will have jurisdiction in 
the d’Ewart nomination. 


Sen. Murray terms the tactics 
used against him by the d’Ewart 
forces as “‘reprehensible.’’ They in- 
cluded an eleventh-hour broadside 
distribution on doorsteps in Mon- 
tana of a pamphlet entitled ‘Sen, 
Murray and the Red Web Over 
Congress” which, though new to 
Montanans, was familiar in other 
states where it had been used in 
previous campaigns against Dem- 
ocrats.

Hearing To Be Oct. 20 


PHENIX CITY, Ala., Oct. 13 (#/—Arguments on a 
move to place former Atty. Gen. Silas Garrett in a mental 
hospital instead of on trial for his life in the murder of Al- 
bert L. Patterson will be heard here Oct. 20. 

Special Circuit Judge J. Russell 
McElroy ordered the hearing today 
on an affidavit from Dr. J. S. Tar- 
water, superintendent of state hos- 
pitals. Tarwater said “there is rea- 
sonable ground to believe” Garrett 
was insane when Patterson was cut 
down by an assassin’s bullets in a 
Phenix City alley June 18, 1954. 
Tarwater also said Garrett still 
may be insane. 

The hearing was set after Gar-

Probed. Insurance Dept. 
He’s Denied State License

An insurance agent who 


bribes in Georgia’s Insurance Department has been re- 
fused a state license to sell insurance.

by Commission- 
er Zack Cravey, 
who told a 1eporter: 

‘I don’t want to get in no 
argument with an ordinary in- 
stirance agent. I'm the insurance 
commissioner.’’ 

Spicer said he isn’t looking for 
an argument—he just wants a 
license. For more than three 
months he has sought the license 
without success, he said. 


Spicer said that if he is unable 
to obiain an agent’s license in 
Georgia it will, in effect, result 
in his being ‘‘blackballed’’ from 
selling insurance in other states. 


PRIVATE INVESTIGATOR 


Spicer was a private investiga- 
tor in 1952 for Bankers Life & 
Casualty Co., which sought to 
prove that Cravey and another 
conspired to prevent 
Bankers Life from doing business 
in Georgia. 

The Paul Revere Insurance Co. 
applied by Jetter July 5 for Spicer 
to take the examination. A 
spokesman for the company said 
a thorough investigation disclosed 
Spicer was of good character 
and well qualified for a job as 
agent. 


Cravey wrote Spicer a letter July 
12 telling him that ‘‘no temporary 
license will be issued in this in- 
stance until such investigation as 
I deem necessary has been com- 
pleted to determine your trust- 
worthiness as an applicant.’’ 


Spicer said he did not apply for 
a temporary license. He applied to 
take the examination for a perma- 
nent license, he said. 


PLEAS FAIL 

After many appeals fell on deaf 
ears in the insurance department, 
Spicer finally appealed to the 
governor’s office, he said. Several 
days later, on Aug. 2, Cravey in- 
vited Spicer to come to his office 
for a “‘personal interview.” 


Spicer said that after the inter- 
view Cravey told him he would be 
notified within ‘‘a day or two’ 
whether he could take the exami- 
nation. A few days later he was 
notified he could take the exam 
Aug. 26. He did. 

For three weeks after the exam- 
ination, he said, the insurance de- 
partment refused to tell him 
whether he had passed. He ap- 
pealed to a Constitution reporter 
to help him get the information. 


The reporter asked W. C. Atkin- 
son, insurance department examin- 
er, how long it takes for the de- 
partment to notify an applicant 
whether he has passed an agent’s 
examination. He said it was usually 
less tha 10 days, but never longer 
than two weeks. 


SAYS HE’LL FIND OUT 


Asked whether Spicer had 
passed, Atkinson said he would 
check. The .next day Atkinson 
called and said he had nothing 
to do with issuing the license and 
that he did not want to get “in- 
volved in a controversy.’’ He sug- 
gested the reporter call Cravey. 
(Later, the commissioner said he 
didn’t “‘bother with details,’ that

Frankly, it doesn’t look to be the year any more than did 
1954, or ’53, or ’52. In 1953 it did look for the world like the year. 
The War Eagles came to Atlanta screaming blood-curdling 
screams. They were undefeated coming into this one. 

In less than a quarter they were in trouble up to their 
belt buckles. They didn’t finally win that one, or the next one. 

‘‘It wasn’t because we didn’t have good football teams,’’ Ralph 
Jordan of Auburn said Thursday. “It was because Georgia Tech 
just plain beat us, that’s all.” 

For at least three seasons in a row Auburn has approached 
Grant Field like a tribe of Apaches keyed up for a massacre, 
The tenseness, the emotion, the lust to string up a carcass on 
The Flats got them in more trouble than if they’d been a second- 
rate team. To paraphrase nobody in particular, they couldn’t 
do nothing right. Nothing.

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Pancakes Take On Fancy Ways 
In Recipes With Continental Air 


If you have a continental appetite you'd 
probably say ‘‘anything’s good on crepes.” 
And there are many who will agree with 
you, especially after trying these recipes 
featured recently at the food editors’ con- 
ference. 

Each of these recipes starts with a rich 
pancake made with a mix. One definitely 
has the Italian influence. Another is 
straight from Hawaii. A third is very 
Spanish. 

PANCAKES ITALIANO 

11% lbs. ground round steak 

1 cup grated processed Swiss cheese 
16 tsp. salt 

1, tsp. pepper | 

3 tbsps. butter or olive oil 

8 slices boiled ham 

1 cup pancake mix 

1 cup plus 2 tbsps. milk 

1 egg, beaten 

1 tbsp. melted butter 

1. Filling: Mix ground steak, cheese, 
salt and pepper and shape into eight 
sausages, each about four inches long. 
Fry slowly in butter or oil about 10 min- 
utes. Roll each in slice of ham. 

2. Pancakes: Add milk, egg and butter 
to pancake mix, stirring lightly. (‘Some 
what lumpy batter makes light, fluffy pan- 
cakes.) Make two extra large pancakes 
using 1 cup batter for each or make four 
‘smaller pancakes using one-half cup batter 


for each. Bake on hot, lightly greased grid- 
dle, turning only once. Cut large pancakes 
in half (use small pancakes whole). Roll 
two sausages in each. Heat in shallow pan 
in hot oven (425 degrees) about five min- 
utes. Serve with hot Italian tomato sauce 
and a few capers, if desired.

3. Filling: In frying pan, brown onion, 
ham, mushrooms and chicken in a little 
butter. Adc two tablespoons sauce and the 
sherry extract. Spread filling on each 
baked pancake; roll up; place in shallew 
baking dish containing one-half cup sauce. 
Garnish with a cooked mushroom cap 
brushed with butter. Heat in moderate 
oven (375) about 10 minutes. Serve with 
remaining sauce. 

ROYAL HAWAIIAN PANCAKES

GALORE WITHOUT HELP OF THE OVEN 


Vanilla Custard Is Steamed in a Skillet On Top of the Stove 


Frying Pan Competes With Oven 
To Bake Custard on Top of Stove 


Little cups of vanilla cus- 
tard can be cooked on top of 
the stove just as well as you 
can in the oven. 

The trick is a simple one. 
Use your deepest skillet. Fill it 
with water. Then ,if you have 
no rack, place old jar tops in 
the pan—one for each cup cus- 
tard you plan to cook. The wa- 
ter should come half-way up 
the side of the cup. 


Fill the cups and place them 
on the jar lids. Cover the 
skillet with a tight-fitting cover 
and let the contents steam. 
That is all there is to it! 


In preparing the custard mix- 
ture, be particularly careful 
with the flavoring. Here is the 
secret of any really good cus- 
tard. The ingredients of a cus- 
tard are essentially bland by 
themselves so the flavor you 
add plays a critical role. 

Flavoring extracts are highly 
eoncentrated, so use them 
carefully — no more nor no less 
than specified by the recipes 
you follow. With vanilla, take 
the added precaution of making 
sure you use a good pure va- 
nilla extract. This is important 
both for quality of flavor and 
stability. The pure extract is 
equipped naturally to hold its 
flavor better. 

Vanilla is a delightful flavor 
itself, but remember, it has the 
capacity of bringing out other 
flavors, of giving them depth. 


, Shred Cabbage 
For Zesty Soup 


If you want a thick and de- 
licious fresh vegetable soup, do 
as the Italians do, and add 
shredded cabbage to the other 
vegetables you plan to use. The 
flavor is extremely good and the 
soup has that stick-to-the-ribs 
quality that makes it a meal in 
itself. Top with toasted bread if 
you will, and a sprinkle of grated 
cheese. 


Chocolate, for example, tastes 
more ‘‘chocolate-y’’ when va- 
nilla is incorporated with it. 
Coffee tastes more strongly 
flavored. 

Here are some delicious top- 
of-the-stove custards to add 
sparkle to fall meals. 


VANILLA - COCONUT CUSTARD 


% cup sugar 

1% teaspoon salt 

3 eggs 

1 teaspoon pure vanilla ex- 

tract 

2 cups milk, scalded 

14 cup shredded coconut

Easy, Authentic Chinese Dinner 


You can have an exotic Chi- 
nese meal right in your own 
home using any one of a num- 
ber of prepackaged Chinese din- 
ners. These packaged dinners, 
plus a few extra trimmings to 
give it an authentic touch, is all 
you need for a meal with the 
most oriental of airs. 


Props are important in cre- 
ating a real Far Eastern atmos- 
phere. For instance, use tiny 
cups whout handles for the tea 
if you have them; if not, cus- 
tard cups will fit the bill very 
nicely. 

The drinking of tea in China 
is of great antiquity and is 
never drunk with milk, sugar 
or lemon. 

A Chinese dinner without tea 
is practically unthinkable. . . 
and the tea is served through- 
out the entire meal. 

For still another touch of au- 
thenticity, you can preface the 
meal with Don Far Tong, bet- 
ter known as Egg Drop Soup. 

The one food that no Chinese 
meal is complete without is 
rice—and this yau will have to 
make yourself. The Chinese re- 
grad rice with reverential re- 
spect. They take infinite pains 
in cooking it to a light, fluffy 
perfection, each grain indepen- 
dent of the other. 

One of the reasons rice is 
so important to the Chinese is 
because it is plentiful and eco- 
nomical. Few people in China 
are prosperous enough to con 
sume meat and poultry as we 
do here. Thus, their dishes are 
based on rice to which they 
sometimes add vegetables, soy 
sauce which takes the place of 
salt in Chinese cookery, and 
just a few ounces of meat or 
poultry. Rice should be served

in bowls. Cereal bowls will do 
very well. For dessert, you can 
climax your Chinese dinner 
with preserved kumquats or 
canned pineapple served with 
toothpicks, other fruit, or a 
simple cooky.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 13 (UP) — 
A fabulous collection of jewelry | 
worth an estimated $7,250,000 left! 
behind by ousted Dictator Juan D. 
Peron amazed the public when) 
much of it went on display today. 

Government officials gave news- 
men a preview Wednesday night of 
the vast treasure trove acquired by | 
Peron and his wife, Eva, during 
the nearly 10 years he was presi- 
dent of Argentina. 

The newsmen watched the offic- 
jals inventory the contents of Per- 
on's safes in the presidential man- 
sion and in two houses he main- 
tained elsewhere in Buenos Aires. 


The jewelry alone was estimated 
to be worth from 60 to 100 million 
pesos ($4,350,000 to $7,250,000). It 
was reported previously the govern 
ment had recovered another 20 mil- 
lion dollars worth of Peron loot in 
gold and United States currency. 

The major part of the .multi-mil- 
lon dollar jewel collection was 
found at Peron’s love nest at 2102 
Calle Teodoro Garcia. It was dis- 
covered in a secret room revealed 
by his servants. 

The hidden room in the basement 
of the building contained sevcral 
safes loaded with loot. It was reach 
ed by opening a sliding panel hid- 
den behind an elegant bar on an 
upper floor. When a button was 
pushed, the panel opened and show- 
ed a passage leading to the base- 
ment room.
